of the citizens of the county . 
We find the county jail and poor 
farm well kept and the inmates kindly 
treated by Sheriff Man and Superin­ 
tendent Workman. 
We desire to thank the officers of 
the g rand jury for their courtesies 
shown us while in session. 
There hav e been rumors of v iola 
tions of the local option law, but 
there has not been presented to us 
sufficient ev idence for us to say that 
the law as to this is any more v iolated 
than other laws.

Its 
candidate, lik e the Democratic candi 
fiutc of 1840, wns defeated by a Whig 
soldier c a n d id a te , General Taylor, who.

Following is the report of the grand 
jury for^’May term, which adjourned 
last Saturday after one weeks labor. 
To Honorable F. O. McKinsey, Dis­ 
trict Judge: 
We your grand jury organized at 
the May term, 1916, having completed 
our labors beg to make this our final 
report and be discharged. 
We have had before us about 125 
witnesses and have returned into court 
24 bills of indictment, 15 for felony 
and 9 for misdemeanors. 
We find considerable violations of 
law which have been reported, which 
we have not been able to find sufficient 
testimony to return bills of indict­ 
ment; the laws are reasonably well 
enforced and would be better enforced 
if the officers had the stronger support 
of the citizens of the county. 
We find the county jail and poor 
farm well kept and the inmates kindly 
treated by Sheriff Man and Superin­ 
tendent Workman. 
We desire to thank the officers of 
the grand jury for their courtesies 
shown us while in session. 
There have been rumors of viola 
tions of the local option law, but 
there has not been presented to us 
sufficient evidence for us to say that 
the law as to this is any more violated 
than other laws.

our labors we desire to be discharged,

After C rossing Ocean In an Open Boat 
He Loses H is Life kl R iver 


Lorain, O. — Ludwig Eisenbraun, a 
German sailor, who was drowned here 
recently In Black river, was treated 
very strangely by fate. 
Eisenbraui. 
was the hero of one of the greatest 
feats in m arine history, achieved when 
he crossed the Atlantic ocean iii a 
nineteen foot dory. 
A fter encountering furious storms at 
sea, facing death a score of times in 
his frail open boat, he lost his life 
when his hand slipped on an icy rope, 
which he w as using to climb to the 
deck of a lake steam er on which he 
w as a w atchm an, and fell back into 
the river. 
On April ll, 1903, Eisenbraun sailed 
from Boston harbor in his dory, Co­ 
lumbus II. On Nov. 23 of the same 
year he docked his craft a t Gibraltar. 
Once in a storm his boat was cap 
sized, and he lost w ater and provisions. 
He righted the boat, and two days 
later was reprovisioned by a British 
steamer. 
H e steered his craft against a sleep­ 
ing whale, and the aroused monster 
nearly capsized him. 
Eisenbraun had been a sailor on the 
great lakes for five years. 
He was 
forty-eight years old.

“The society group of any American 
community,” .Mrs. Parsons said, “is 
composed of persons sufficiently desir­ 
ous to be in the group to pay the en- 
tranee fee, so to speak. Comparatively 
few persons eau belong to society w ith­ 
out having some source of revenue. 
Now and then in the larger cities may 
be found men who get their living by 
being in society. 
“Conspicuous w aste is a desideratum 
if not a requisite of a stable social po­ 
sition. For real estate men, brokers of 
various kinds, house decorators, archi­ 
tects, portrait painters and draw ing 
room musicians it is good, sound busi­ 
ness to be in society. 
“Many sm art society women eschew’ 
love altogether. 
They are like the sa­ 
loon keeper who does not drink. 
But 
they will flirt, for flirtation m eans re­ 
tainers, and retainers mean prestige. 
“Prudent lovers w ithdraw as far as 
possible from society.

TO REBUILD WRECKED CITIES 


Teaching Men How to Repair Damage*

‘T h e Reconstructed City” Is the name 
of the ‘world’s exposition being held In 
Paris, and back of this exposition Is a 
story showing that with all Germany's 
wonderful efficiency tho French ore 
showing an equal amount of foresight 
“The Reconstructed City” is a French 
national exposition to teach, even at 
this early date, how to rebuild the war 
wrecked portions of France when the 
w ar Is ended. 
That the French gov­ 
ernment is already planning on an en­ 
tire reconstruction of the cities de­ 
stroyed bv tin* movements of armies 
back and forth across the northern 
provinces Is evidence of foresight of an 
unusual type. 
It Is to be a French exposition en 
tirely, and America’s part has been 
only the sending by lumber manufac­ 
turers of an exhibit showing the possi­ 
bilities of American timber in this work 
of reconstruction. 
“The Reconstructed City” is in sev­

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Some people Lune not yet got rid 
of the idea that owls are harmful birds 
deserving of destruction. 
They are 
classed as tbenes and robbers that 
prey upon poultry and many useful 
birds. 
This idea has no foundation. 
With the possible exception of one spe­ 
cies of owl. known as tho great horned 
owl, every other kind earns its protec­ 
tion by its good services. 
Other owls 
do an incalculable amount of good in 
destroying harmful rodents and insects 
that are a menace to agriculture and 
fruit growing. 
Of the short eared owl it has been 
proved that fully 75 per cont of its 
food is meadow mice, while gophers, 
shrews, small rabbits and insects make 
up most of the remaining 23 per cont. 
A well known ornithologist says of 
the barn owl: “It is surprising that at 
the present day any one should think 
it necessary to write a fresh plea for 
tins bird—a bird that has been a favor­ 
ite of our ornithologists for the last 
hundred years and whose praises may 
be read iii a hundred volumes on our 
library shelves.

MUST RUN TO AVOID KILLING. 


Court R ule s It’s M u rd e r to S ta n d W h e n 
Life Is Threatened. 
Trenton, N. J.—In ail opinion tiled 
here recently by Chief Justice Gum- 
mere sustaining a conviction of mur­ 
der in the second degree the supreme 
court says: 
“A person upon whom an assault is 
made so violent In its character as to 
endanger his life or threatens him with 
serious bodily harm is not Justified or 
excusable in standing his ground and 
killing his assailant lf he can avoid the 
impending danger by retreating.” 
Tile case was that of Nunzio di Maria 
of Harrison, who was sentenced to 
from twenty to thirty years in prison 
for shooting Frank Barber. 
The charge of the trial court to the 
jury regarding the Jaw of self defense 
was the only ground for reversal of the 
conviction. The instruction objected to 
was that tho defendant had a right to 
save his own life.

Headaches. 
Every 
one knows that eye 
strain and diseases of the eye 
are frequent causes of headaches 
and that stomach and intestinal 
disturbances frequently produce 
aching heads. It is not so gener­ 
ally known, however, that a high 
percentage of headaches is due 
to diseased conditions in the na­ 
sal 
passages. 
Even in cases 
where nasal disease is not en­ 
tirely responsible for the head­ 
ache such diseases often aggra­ 
vate the condition. 
Moreover, 
headache may be the result of 
any diseased condition In the na­ 
sal cavity. 
“As a general rule,” 
says a doctor, “it may be said 
that when headache is present 
on awakening this speaks in fa­ 
vor of its nasal origin. 
When it 
occurs later iii the day after us­ 
ing the eyes a great deal it Is at­ 
tributable very probably to some 
ocular affection.” 
It is possible to test the origin 
of a' nasal headache with a fair 
degree of accuracy 
by using 
some local anaesthetic on the na­ 
sal membranes. This will lessen 
the pain in the head very mate­ 
rially if the nose is at fault, but 
will have little or no effect if the 
seat of the trouble is the eyes or 
the alimentary canal.
